Jack De Camp to Turn Them 
Over to the Government When 
Required, as Over Half the Coun- 
try Can Be Used by Loaded Motor 


Trucks. 
Automobiles and motor trucks will 
play an important part in the event 
of an American invasion of Mexico. 
This is the statement of Jack de Camp, 
former partner of Julro Madero in the 
automobile business in Mexico City. 
A party of Los Angeles motorists, 
among whom were Bert Dingley, man- 
ager of the William R. Ruess Com- 
pany; Frank Young and A. R. Park, 
returned to this city last night from 
a trip across the border in a Pope- 
Hartford machine. Dingley met De 
Camp down on the border yesterday 
and added him to the Pope party. 
Camp remained at San Diego and is 
to come on to Los Angeles Thursday. 
About six years ago De Camp went 
down into Mexico and entered the au- 
tomobile field in Mexico City. He 


formed a partnership with the young- 
er brother of Francisco Madero, who 
at that time was Vice-President .. 
Diaz. 
After Madero and De Camp hac 
their motor-car business well estab- 
lished it is claimed that the Mexicar 
government commissioned De Camp 
to make a set of road maps of the 
country for the mail routes, through 
the influence of Madero. This set of 
maps was completed and turned over 
to the Mexican government, but De 
Camp is said to have managed to keep 
a duplicate set for his own use in the 
automobile business with young Ma- 
dero. These maps cover the entire 
Mexican territory, it is claimed, with 
the exception of Lower California. 
When the City of Mexico was bom- 
barded De Camp's place was blown up 
and he left the country. He stopped 
at Galveston, Tex., where he remained 
for several months after his escape 
from the Mexican capital. While 
there he met Gen. Carter of the 
United States army and showed him 
the maps of Mexico with which he 
had escaped. 

The general, realizing the value of 
this road information, at once took the 
matter up with the War Department, 
and De Camp turned them over to 
the government. Yesterday he re- 
ceived a communication from the offi- 
cials of the War Department, notify- 
ing him that he was to keep in touch 
with the department and be ready to 
report for service at any time. 
Knowing the Mexican country as he 
does, De Camp says that 60 per cent. 
of the roads to be covered in case of 
an American invasion could be cov- 
ered with motor trucks and automo- 
biles carrying capacity loads. This 
fact is brought out by the signal suc- 
cess of the motor truck and auto- 
mobile in the Federal and Constitu- 
tionalist campaigns.

AN UNQUIET EARTH. 

More Seismic Disturbances Have 

Occurred During the Last Thirty 

Years Than in Any Equal Period. 

- [Chicago Journal:] The recent ex- 
perience of Messina lends no support 
to the comfortable theory that the 
earth’s crust is becoming a stable, im- 
movable thing, which man may play 
with as he lists. That unlucky town 
has been shaken by earthq four 
or five times within as many years, 
and two shocks recently occurred 
within the same week. These quakes 
do not seem to be connected with dis- 
turbances at Mount Aetna—a fact re- 
assuring to cities built on the slopes 
of that volcano, but not to any one 


Nor does the case of Messina stand 
alone. It is doubtful {f any equal 
period in history has seen more dis- 
turbances of the earth's surface than 
the last thirty years. This period be- 
gins with the eruption of Krakatoa 
in 1883, the most terrific explosion of 
the kind ever recorded. The next 
two years saw a number of earth- 
quakes in Spain, one of which was 
quite destructive. In 1886 came the 
shock at Charleston, 8. C.; in 1887 all 
Southern Europe was shaken; 1893 
saw the earthquake of Zante and the 
eruption of Stromboli, and in 1902 the 


pico, | frightful eruption of Moht Pelee. 


The earthquake of San Francisco 
came in April, 1906; the much more 
destructive shock at Valparaiso fol- 
lowed in August; Jamaica was shaken 
and Kingston almost destroyed in 
1907, and the great disaster in South- 
ern Italy and Sicily occurred in the 
closing days of 1908.

REVIVAL OF THRIFT. 


A Billion Dollars a Year Said to Be 

Spent on Indulgences in the United 

States Alone. 

[Leslie's Weekly: ] Our fathers knew 
the meening of thrift, but their ex- 
ample has been forgotten. It is no 
longer the age of thrift. It is the pe- 
riod of the spendthrift. We find him 
everywhere. It is easy to make money, 
but hard to save it, and the spender 
is always in the majority. 

The thrifty are mocked and laughed 
at, and reviled. Extravagance is hav- 
ing its golden day. It shines with the 
blaze of glory. It dazzles the eyes and 
quickens the pulse. But there is a day 
of reckoning, unheeded and un- 
thought of. 

And now we are to fall back to the 
example of the simple life. We are to 
be reminded of the advantage of 
thrift. It is high time. Visionary the- 
orists are wasting effort on ideals too 
lofty to be reached. Reformers are 
urging the impossible and impractic- 
able, and demagogues are leading the 
crowds along the highway of unrea- 
son, unrest and unbelief. 

It is a pleasure to turn from all 
these to welcome a nation-wide move- 
ment for a revival of American thrift. 
It originated with a banker whose 
own career illustrates the lesson he 
would teach. It was born in the great 
western metropolis, Chicago, and it 
is already becoming a national move- 
ment. It is beginning to be preached 
in the pulpit. It should be taught in 
the schools and advocated from the 
rostrum. 

Thrift does not mean a pinchy mis- 
erliness or the hardship of great self- 
denial. It means a lessening of extrav- 
agance; the cutting off of useless ex- 
penditvres: the cultivation of the 
saving habit, and preparation, in time 
ef prosperity, for the inevitable hour 
of need. 

Think of it-—-$1,000,000,000 a year 
spent in the United States on indulg- 
ences which not only cannot be as- 
cribed as sane pleasures, but which 
do positive physical and moral harm.” 
This is the language of S. W. Straus, 
chairman of the Organization Com- 
mittee of the American Society for 
Thrift. He adds this striking com- 
ment on present-day conditions: 

“We ere swayed by the agitators 
and demagogcues—strikes and hard 
times result. We yell for a condition 
which does not demand thrift. We 
want a system which will enable us 
to become spendthrifts, to satisfy 
every whim and follow every fashion, 
but we will never get it. The world 
and life are not built on those lines.“ 

The new soctety will find plenty of 
work to do. Thrift to the American 
people means better and higher liv- 
ing, nobler aspirations, a greater sense 
of personal responsibility, more wor- 
shipers in the churches ahd smaller 
crowds in the dance halls and vile 
places of amusement. 

Thrift means larger deposits in the 
savings banks, greater investments in 
reliable securities, fewer victims of 
the get-rich-quick s@hemers, better 
homes, a happier and more contented 
people, and, above all, a returning 
sense of appreciation of the manifold 
blessings showered upon the Ameri-

LUDLOW DEAD 
TWENTY-SIX. 


Troops and Strikers Ready to 


Resume Battle.

Unionists Are Reinforced 
from Other Cam ps. 


—_ 


Threaten State Guard from 
Surrounding Hills. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

TRINIDAD (Cole.) April 21.— 
Twenty-six dead, more than two- 
thirds of them women and children, 
a score missing and more than twen- 
ty wounded, is the toll in tragedy and 
death known tonight to have been 
taken by the fourteen-hour battle 
which raged with uninterrupted fury 
yesterday between State troops and 
striking coal miners in the Ludlow 
district. 

With arms ready, both sides after 
a day of ominous quiet, now await 
the coming of dawn, when, it is fore- 
cast, the battle will be resumed with 


greater bloodshed than has already 
occurred. 


READY FOR SoRTIE. 


The militia, which yesterday drove 
the strikers from their tent colony, 
and it is charged, fired it, involving 
the greatest loss of life, are pre- 
paring for a machine gun sortie at 
daybreak from their position along 
the Colorado and Southern railroad 
tracks at either side of the Ludlow 
station. 

On the surrounding hills, shel- 
tered by rocks and boulders, 400 
strikers await their coming while 
their ranks are being swelled by grim 
faced men who tramped overland in 
the dark, carrying guns and ammuni- 
tion from the neighboring union 
camps. 

APPEAL TO CONSULS. 


Italian, Greek and Austrian miners 
have appealed to their Consular rep- 
resentatives for protection and John 
McLennan, president of the local un- 
ion district, today wired the Red 
Cross in Denver to be prepared to 
render aid. 

On the outcome of the engage- 
ment tomorrow may depend the fate 
of the strike. Both sides face it as 
a battle to the death with no thought 
of quarter asked or received. At a 
late hour it was said here that the 
battle could only be averted by the 
arrival of overwhelming  reinforce- 
ments for the troops from Denver. 

No train service through the war 
zone is permitted. A command of the 
troops is hemmed in on three sides 
by the strikers’ lines which extend 
‘back three miles. Through this cor- 
don, only the dead wagon is allowed 
to pass. 


VENGEANCE DEMANDED. 


In Trinidad the situation is no less 
acute. Men throng the streets about 
the unfon headquarters with the pic- 
ture of their flaming tents still before 
their eyes and demand guns with 
which to wreak vengeance upon the 
militia, whom they hold responsible 
for the destruction of their homes 
and the death of their women and 
children. 

The Ludlow camp is a mass of 
charred debris and buried beneath it 
is a story of horror unparalleled in 
the history of industrial warfare. In 
the holes which have been dug for 
their protection against the rifle fire 
the women and children died like 
trapped rats when the flames swept 
over them. 

PIT FULL OF BODIES, 


One pit, uncovered this afternoon, 
disclosed the bodies of ten children 
and two women. Further explora- 
tion was forbidden by the position of 
the camp, which lies directly between 
the militia and the strikers’ post- 
tions. 

Military authorities here tonight 
admitted they did not know how 
er the loss of life may have been. 
Exploding of cartridges within the 
camp and the hail of lead with which 
the militia raked it as the flames 
mounted skyward added to the horror 
of the fire itself. 

Terrified by the rain of bullets 
which poured through the blazing 
canvases above their heads, the 
women and children, apparently more 
afraid of the lead than of the flames, 
remained huddled in their pit until 
the smoke carried death to them by 
suffocation. Some braver than the 
rest, ran into the open and dashed 
aimlessly among the two hundred 
tents which, by that time, had be- 
eome 0 many torches.

The President in 
his message disclaimed any hostility 
toward the Mexican people. But this 
resolution carries with it armed inter- 
vention. 

“The consequences of armed inter- 
vention are in many respects precisely 
the same as war. But they present a 
task less capable of speedy comple- 
tion; less fertile in speedy glory of 
victories won, and may bring a lo 
period of the exercise of what woul 
be the police power in a foreign coun- 
try, involving vast expenditures, great 
loss of life, perhaps, and after months 
or possibly years, possibly only the 
satisfaction of feeling that we had 
brought back peace and order and 
liberty to a distracted country.”

“Huerta,” continued Senator Wil- 
Hams, “has studiously deavored to 
insult the President and the govern- 
ment of the United States. It is not 
a matter of injury or property or life, 
it’s a matter of insult to the honor 
of the flag. The President sounded 
the right keynote— Huerta. The 
House of Representatives struck the 
keynote — Victoriano Huerta. And 
when I vote for these. resolutions, I 
do it with the hope that the House 
in conference will insist on naming 
Huerta the insulting party. 

“If war shall follow these resolu- 
tions, the civilized world should know 
that it is war forced by Huerta. nd 
if war shall come it should be war 
against, not the Mexican people, but 
against Huerta.“ 

Senator Willlams added that he was 
willing to enforce respect for the flag, 
but when that was done he believed 
the United States should get out of 
Mexico. 

“If you once get into Mexico, it 
will be the hardest thing in the world 
to get out of there again,” he said. “I 
am for the committee, because if this 
assassin, this traitor, this brute, who 
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been able to agree on the division of 
rallroad property and oll lands. 

“Think of it,” said he “The lives 
of 17,000,000 in the hands of these 
men.“ 

Senator Thomas asked if the biood- 
shed in any war which mint resuit 
would not justly rest on these three 
men. Senator Smith agreed this was 
a just statement.

“There is our justification. It is 
a justification lying not in Victoriano 
Huerta or in his conduct alone, but 
in the universa] conduct of irs in 
Mexico and the real object to be at- 
tained by the course which we are 
asked to approve is not gratification of 
personal pride; it is not the satisfac- 
tion of a government or an amend- 
ment; it is the desire of the United 
States to protect its citizens under 
these conditions.” 

Tension in the chamber r 
as Senator Root, in a voice that sank 
lower, reached his conclusion and 
pleaded for greater justification than 
a mere dispute over the formal cere- 
mony of a salute, for the of force. 

“If we omit from this resolution 
that we are to pass here tonight,“ he 
said, “the matters included ih the sub- 
stitute preamble, we omit the real 
reasons behind the action. On the 
facts in the resolution as reported by 
the committee we would everlast- 
ingly wrong. 

‘Ah, Mr. President,” he said in a 
volee that sank almost to a whisper, 
“the capture of Vera Cruz, the death 
of our American marines, the woufds 
and the suffering of those who live 
there tonight, demand something 
more, far more, than a formal insult 
for justification. 

“The recitais of the substitute pre- 
amble are weak in the face of Aan 
and suffering in Vera Cruz tonight. 
The substitute preamble is weak, but 
it gives formal, adequate grounds for 
the great formidable movement of the 
great naval and military power of this 
government. It gives the justification 
that is needed.” 

Senator Weeks of Massachusetts 
said that unless the resolution was 


«| Senator Lodge continued: 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that that, incident at Tampico: consti- 
tuted an insult to the American flag 
and the American uniform. No na- 
tion can allow such an insult te pass 
unnoticed. It is its duty to seek prop- 
er atonement and reparation. The 
form of such atonement is universally 
recognized. 

“It is a salute to the flag of the of- 
fended nation. But that salute is a 
governmental action. All party lines 

disappear in the demand for amends 

for such an insult and we all stand 
behind the President’s demand for 
atonement.” 

The Cabinet meeting broke up while 
the Senate debate was on and Secre- 
tary Tumulty and some o the Cabinet 
members hurried to the Sen te cham- 
ber to hear the speeches, 

“Nothing new in the situation,” was 
the aad Postmaster-General Burleson 
put it. 

Se Lodge resented any impu- 
tations that the Republicans were 
“lacking in proper regard for the hon- 
or of the flag.” 

“But we must also think of that 
which the flag covers—the citizens of 
the United States,” he said. “One hun- 
dred and fifty American citizens have 
perished on Mexican soil. I cannot 
pass these murders silently by with- 
out saying that here is a greater 
wrong to be atoned, oe eae a wrong 
which must not be and shall not be 
repeated. 

“I cannot be put in a position where 
I appear to pick and choose between 
factions that today tear Mexico 
asunder. I cannot join in any reso- 
lution which puts the United States 
in the position of preferring one mur- 
derer and cut-throat above another 
murderer and cut-throat.” 

He said he had no desire to criti- 
cise President Wilson for his failure 
to recognize Gen. Huerta and that he 
himself condemned the methods of 
treachery and bloodshed by which 
Huerta reached his present position. 

„But the fact that I condemn his 
methods,” he continued, “does not 
lead me to put myself in a posttion 
which by distortion of the acts which 
we take here, or of the words which

After Senator Bradley concluded, 
Senator Works offered his resolution 
to accept Huerta’s expression of re- 
gret as full satisfaction. 

Senator Works pleaded for peace. 

WORKS'S STATEMENT. 

“How much better it would have 
deen,“ he said, “if the President him- 
self had declared that che apology of- 


fered with the discharge of our sailors 
from arrest was sufficient. 1 fear we 
lack moral courage to say to this poor 
stricken nation that the apology al- 
ready made is enough.” 

Senator Works insisted that he had 
not offered his resolution to criticise 
the course pursued by the President. 
He did not expect his resolution to be 
passed, the Senator said, asserting fur- 
ther that “we are going headlong into 
the terrible conditions of war.” 

M’CUMBER’S VIEW. 

“No matter what may be the limits 
in the mind of the President in the 
matter,” said Senator McCumber, Re- 
publican, “the result of the resolution, 
no matter hew worded, will be war. 
It will be all the war that a poor, in- 
ternally-torn, pleading and exhausted 
country can maintain against this most 
powerful of all nations on earth. 

“Does the Senator regard an insult 
to an American flag on an American 
boat, representing American so0v- 
ereignity, as a trivial offense?” de: 
manded Senator Williams. 

It is not trivial,“ said Senator Me- 
Cumber, “but I do not place the 
United States uniform ahove a live 
American and if one justifies war, 
then many more times will the other

THOMAS IS FEARFUL. 

Senator Thomas sald that “war 
with Mexico wouid be no holiday af- 
fair.” He declared that he wished 
Congress had power to force the

for war“ to go the front in the 
place of privates in the army. 

“We ought to give assurance to the 
world that we not only do not want, 
but that we will not take any more 
territory,” he said. 

“I would not give one single clear- 
eyed American boy for all the land 
and all of the people of Mexico.”

Want Fair Play. 


OPPOSE IMPOSITION OF 
TAXATION BURDEN. 


Leading Property Owners Whose Interests in Bos An- 

geles Are Manifold Give Reasons Why They S 
Vote Against Saddling an Enormous Debt Upon City. 

Resent Confiscation of Power Distributing System. 


| HAT leading citizens and property 
T owners of this city, the men whose 
money and influence has gone into 
making Los Angeles the wonder city of 
the world, are opposed to the needless 
imposition of $367,500 a year more 
taxes, is shown by the interest taken 
by them in the approaching bond elec- 
tion for $6,500,000 for the completion 
of the city power plant and the con- 
fiscation of the distributing systems 
owned by the electric companies. 
Statements setting forth their ob- 
jections have been made and at the 
same time indignation expressed that 
the bond issues are merged, thus de- 
priving the voters of their right to 
pass upon the merits of the proposi- 
tions separately: 
Following are opinions expressed by 
citizens prominent in the community, 
the weight of whose conclusions upon 
public matters is valuable: 
J. Ross Clark, banker: Referring 
to the proposed bond issue by the city 
of Los Angeles of $6,500,000 for the 
completion of the city power plant, 
transmission of the power to Los An- 
geles and a distributing system: I 
would like very much to see the power 
plant completed and the power trans- 
mitted to Los Angeles, but I am op- 
posed to voting bonds for a distribut- 
ing system and inasmuch as the two 
propositions are coupled, I will vote 
against both. 
I would suggest that it would be 
well to ask the City Council to publish 


the power plant and transmission of 
the power to Los Angeles, which I 
understand, was prepared by E. P. 
Scattergood, chief engineer of the 
aqueduct power bureau; also the 
amount of money expended up to this 
time and the percentage of the work 
completed. There has been consider- 
able street gossip to the effect that 
there has been a lot of money wasted 
in the construction of this plant. 
Whether it is correct, of course, I do 
not know, but where there is so much 
smoke there is generally a little fire 
smouldering. which mieht break out 
and do a great deal of harm. As a 
taxpayer I would like to have this 
information, and 1 think there are 
many others who would also like .o 
be informed concerning the matter. I 
think it would also be well to ask 
Scattergood, if he had $1,258,009 
more, whether the generating plant 
could be completed and the transmis- 
sion line bullt to Los Angeles? 

The matter of taxation in Los An- 
geles city and county is getting to be 
a great burden upon the people, and 
it appears to me that it is about time 
to call a halt: otherwise we are going 
to discourage people from coming to 
Southern California to engage in any 
kind of enterprise. I have not one 
dollar invested in power lines, but I 
do want to see fair play.

Acting Mayor G. R. Tifal of Mon- 
rovia, accused by three of the assail- 
ants of Whitaker of being one of the 
leaders in the plot against the news- 
paper man, was questioned for three 
hours yesterday by Richardson. Tifal 
denied any connection with the af- 
fair. He admitted that on Saturday 
morning he had “talked over the 
Whitaker case” with a number of per- 
sons. 

City Marshal Miles Newman told 
Richardson Monday night that three 
of the men who assaulted Whitaker 
reported it to him and asked his ad- 
vice. Newman admitted he had been 


| negligent in not reporting the matter 


to the proper authorities and said he 
is “half-crazy as a result of this 
thing.” — 


Newman called on Richardson at 
Richardson's request and brought with 
him Thomas Patton, a Monrovia con- 
tractor. Patton ascribed to Tifal a 
the Monroe brothers expressions 
animosity against the editor.

plies: Unless I am tly mistaken, 
the people of this city are not goi 
to be rushed into voting bonds an 
es ~ adding to their tax bills by any 
politicians whose slogan is that this 
will reduce taxes. I am opposed to 
the bond issue on the ground that it 
will not enable us to cut down our 
taxes, and an alternative is offered to 
us that will. 

The power companies have made a 
Gefinite offer which will give the city 
a market for all the power it can 
make, at a rate to be fixed by the State 
Railroad Commission. That insures 
an income to the city. 

If the bonds were voted and sold 
the money would be turned over to the 
power bureau for use in finishing the 
power plant, which has already cost 
much more than was originally esti- 
mated, and when this plant is com- 
pleted the balance is to be used for 
building or buving a distributing sys- 
tem. Estimates are offered by the 
city’s engineers as to how much of a 
system this will be, and how much 
revenue it will produce. An estimate 
built on an estimate is all the city of- 
fers concerni revenues. 

A bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush. I prefer taking some- 
thing definite now, so long as it does 
not prevent our going ahead in the 
future and operating our own system 
when we get the money. That's the 
way the thing looks to me and my 
statement gives the principal reason 
why I oppose the power bond issue 
of $6,500,000. 

H. Loomis of the Angelus Hotel: I 
am opposed to the bond issue, but 
am not worried about the matter, 
because I know the bonds for a dis- 
tributing system in this city will never 
be sold, even if they are voted. Why? 
Because the people here are too wise 
to permit their city officials to spend 
money for a distributing system when 
it can be gotten by wise gradual 
steps from existing companies.

The Senate has taken the broad view 
It deprecates 
the Tampico incident, but holds attention 
to the fact that the time for the President 
to have acted with firmness and patrict- 
ism was when American citizens were be 
ing abused, when their property was being 
confiscated and destroyed and they were 
being murdered. And that, together with 
the fallacious statement of the President 
in his message to the effect that the United 
States was addressing the hostility of our 
army and navy to one man--Victoriano 
Huerta—and not to the Mexican people, 
called forth this forceful protest from Sen- 
ator Lodge: 

“We not only believe that our flag 
should be respected in Mexico, but I 
believe that something should be said 
about what flag covers over 150 inno- 
cent and helpless people, American citi- 
gens, murdered on Mexican soil. I can- 
not put aside the memory of those peo 
ple whose murder passed unnoticed and 
unatoned. I cannot pass in silence 
those people without saying that theirs 
has been the greater wrong demanding 
atonement. I cannot be put in a posi- 
tion of having to pick and choose be- 
tween the factions that are tearing 
Mexico asunder. I will not, without 
protest, join in any action here which 
would select one cut-throat murderer 
in preference to another. If we inter- 
vene in Mexico it must be to protect 

lte and property—not to take down 
one man and set up another like him 
in his place.” 

While American citizens were being mur- 
dered, the Secretary of State was on a 
vaudeville tour; while they were being tor- 
tured and robbed, our President was trying 
to give our Panama Canal to Great Britain. 
Where, then, was the patriotism of this 
administration that now asks for the army 
and navy to uphold the honor and dignity 
of the nation? What greater shame can 
befall a government than that the citizens 
of its flag be abandoned in their distress’ 

Mr. Wilson laments to Congress that 
Huerta has been lacking in respect for the 
American nation! Was the President so 


blind he could not foresee that by con- 


tinually goading and harassing Huerta that 
the Mexican dictator would be driven into 
vindictive and retaliatory acts? 

If the purpose of President Wilson was 
not to force this war that now seems to 
have already broken out, it is certain that 
he exercised no prudence to prevent it. 

The time for indignation on the part of 
the President and his now agitated Cabinet 
was when the first insult was huried at the 
American flag—and not when it has be 
come politically convenient to detract at- 
tention from the embarrassment that in-

ut Mexico shall respect that flag! The 
honor and dignity of the United States of 
America shall be upheld, though it be nec- 
essary to sweep Huerta and Carranza and 
Villa and all the other chiefs and chieftains 
off the map. But, if there be a long and 
sanguinary war, the American people will 
not forget that Woodrow Wilson has forced 
us into it by his negligence, obstinacy and 
‘watchful waiting.” ‘ 

If need be, we will send our young men 
forth to die that an unsullied flag may be 
handed down to posterity. We will send. 
them into the deserts of a tropic land as 
food for vultures and disease and bullets. 
We will smash the ragged, half-barbarous 
armies „tf Huerta and whatsoever generals 
may take the field. We will hoist the 
Stars and Stripes on the flag pole of the 
Mexican palace, and we will justly reward 
the brave with honors and ovations; and 
we will bury the dead in trenches and bear 
the wounded to Red Cross camps. Yes, we 
will hurl back the batteries of the enemy, 
bombard and destroy cities; we will kill 
and ruin and devastate until this puny, dis- 
traught, little country. of Mexico comes on 
ite knees seeking peace. 

But we will never forget that Woodrow 
Wilson brought the war upon us by his in- 
competency and negligence. We will never 
forget that not until his political prestige 
was involved did he raise the shout of pa- 
triotism; we will never forget that by a 
course of deliberate annoyance he inflamed 
Huerta—and then hurled upon him the 
army and navy of the United States. No, 
we will never forget that all serious com- 
plications might have been averted: that 
even the factional disruptions of Mexico 
might have deen pacified: that  har- 
mony might have been maintained between 
the two nations, had Woodrow Wilson been 
guided by reason and justice rather than 
by his personal animosity toward Victoria- 
no Huerta.

SWARMING OF THE ORIENTAL 
The most densely populated country 
in Europe is Belgium, It contains 588 peo- 
ple to the square mile. The next is the 
Netherlands, with 465. Great Britain is 
third, with 375 to the square mile. Then 
Germany with 310. France follows with 
190, and Austria-Hungary with 189. 


The contrast between the eastern and 
western hemispheres is marked. In the 
continental United States, excluding Alas- 
ka, there are twenty-nine inhabitants to the 
square mile, while in Mexico there are 
but 18. 

Japan is probably the most densely pop- 
ulated country in the world, for, while her 
population is only 364 to the square mile, 
eleven less than that of Great Britain and 
101 less than that of the Netherlands, yet 
almost every acre of these latter countries 
is under intensive cultivation. Probably 
more than one-half of the acreage of Japan 
is mountainous, barren, inaccessible, sterile 
and unused, so that Japan really contains 
a population of over 800 to the square mile 
of available lands. 

Europe has Africa, Asia., Canada, the 
Antipodes and the islands of the sea as an 
outlet for its surplus population. Japan has 
none of these, and the adjacent Asiatic 
mainland is densely populated and offers 
no opportunities to the Japanese. 

Yet the hive must swarm or starve. Pub- 
lic opinion, which cannot be defied, as well 
as laws that cannot be disobeyed, closes the 
gates of the United States and of the 
minion of Canada against Japanese imm 
grants. 

Such is not the case with Mexico. There 
the little brown men are persona grata. 
They are welcome not merely to the work- 
shops and the farms, but to the homes and 
the society of the lower and middleclass 
Mexicans, whose women have indeed no 
objection to miscegenation with Japanese, 
who closely resemble them in color, hair 


| and racial characteristics. Japanese bring 
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to the labors of the fleld and the factory 


an intelligence and industry which the av-/ 


erage peon lacks. The bandit hordes of 
Mexico will never be recruited from the 
Japanese immigrants, but our sister repub- 
lic (who 1s rather a quarrelsome, turbulent 
sister at present) will secure a moral and 
intellectual and an industrial uplift from 
the addition of one or two million Japanese 
to her population. | —

lies. Those outside wages amount to $749,- 
202 a year, making a total direct wages dis- 
bursement of $3,206,647 a year. 


In the $3,557,804 annually paid out by the 
companies in Los Angeles for materials. 
supplies, etc., is, of course, included a large 
sum, doubtless at least one-third, for wages 
paid in the manufacture of those materials 
and supplies.

[New York Times:] The large volume of 
emigration to the United States has caused 
a considerable falling off in the number of 
Austrians liable for military service, amount- 
ing to an estimated total of 70,000. 

In order to reduce this exodus the Aus- 
trian government has just established a 
bureau attached to the Vienna police office 
with power to control general travelers’ 
movements and to summon travelers to the 
office to give an account of themselves.

The French President. 


{The Atlantic: M. Raymond Poincare is 
a man of rare distinction. He is only fifty- 
three years old at the present moment, and 
he has managed in his rapid career to se- 
cure @ reputation not only in politics but 
at the bar—where his only rival Is another 
well known politician, M. Millerand—aad he 
is a member of the French Academy. He 
was a Deputy at the age of twenty-eight, a 
Cabinet Minister at the age of thirty-two, 
and he refused to be a Prime Minister at 
the age of thirty-eight. Yet, three or four 
years ago, say at the time when M. Briand 
occupied almost alone the political stage, 
the name of M. Poincare was not often heard 
outside the law courts. He was Senator 
Poincare, a man of great talent and in- 
tegrity, who gave to politics what little 
leisure his professional affairs left him; a 
man upon whom, his intimate friends said, 
one could count at a pinch, but more of a 
barrister than a statesman, and more a 
name than a positive influence. Undoubt- 
edly, when Casimir-Perier was elected Pres- 
ident in 1894— to resign shortly after in de- 
spair at his impotency—he was a much 
more conspicuous person that M. Poincare 
in 1910. The prima facie conclusion there- 
fore must be that the new President is a 
man who could rise to an occasion, but 
whom circumstances favored. .

They do things so much more artistically 
in France. When an editor needs chasten- 


ing over there the affair is left in e 


hands of a beautiful woman of high rank 
and the whole thing is given a proper dra 
matic interest, with luxurious detaile—sa- 
ble muffs, silver pistols, secret letters and 
the grand passion all delightfully mixed 


up with Cabinet hincheon parties and balls 


at the Champs Elysees. 

But we don’t seem to have caught the 
knack over here. We are still ridiculously 
crude, and when we get mad we just get 
mad and resort to common, vulgar violence 
of the kind that takes seven men to knock 
one about. It lacks culture and refinement, 
subtlety, romance, and even courage. 

Take the case of the Monrovia editor. 
I haven’t a notion as to the merits of the 
case; at first hearing, it seems one of those 
rotten cases without any merits either way. 

But for the sake of argument we will 
suppose some reputable citizens really con- 
sidered that the editor had gone too far in 
his zeal for the public good, and that re 
buke was necessary. Just fancy any civil 
ized community in this year of grace taking 
the law into its own hands and consider- 
ing it justifiable and decent for seven men 
to slink out on a dark nieht and feloniously 
attack one man, attack him with beer bot- 
tles and generally behave like a set of 
hooligans gone mad. And then to disgrace 
a respectable city by assuring the world 
that they were backed by the entire town, 
and that the Woman’s Club (God forgive 
them) had desired that particular form of 
retribution. (As usual, Lord, the woman 
done it!) 

These are the methods of primitive min- 
ing camps in far distant wilds, where the 
scum of the earth congregates. 7 

It is all so paltry, o utterly low down. 
The more reprehensible the editor and the 
more deeply the citizens disapproved of his 
methods, the more necessity there was for 
dignity, manliness, courage and on 
the part of the city. . . 

After all, the citizens are the rulers. 
This is a democratic country wherein the 
people are absolutely paramount. There 
are hundreds of simple and dignified ways 
of dealing with improper persons, and a 
law of libel that can safely be invoked by 
persons of character and good standing. It 
really isn’t necessary for an injured repu- 
tation to prove its guiltless innocence by 
the methods of the doss house on a beer 
junk. One is promptly dubious as to the 
reputation so defended. 

But presuming the law seemed inade- 
quate to the occasion, where is the glorious 
manhood of a community that sets seven 
men to attack one, unawares? Why not 
a decent sporting challenge, one at a time?

CHINESE ASSAILS RULING. 


‘Basis of Six Companies Protest 
Against “Persecution” Bared in 
Merchant’s Son’s Case. 
The hand of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies and their white attorneys who 


recently med a protest to Presi- 
dent Wi against unwarrantadle 
arrests” by wholesale of Chinese in 
this country, was in a measure shown 
in the United States District Court 
esterday. 

J An application was made to Judge 
Wellporn for a writ of habeas corpus 
in behalf of Jung Yoke Quong, the 
minor son of Jung Young, a Chinese, 
who claims to have been a merchant 
in Santa Barbara for the past twen- 
ty-six years. The case will be argued 
before the court in ten days. 

The point. raised in the writ is 
whether a minor son of a Chinese 
merchant can be deported for doing 
domestic work. 

It has been held heretofore, that 
if a Chinese brings sons into the 
United States, they must remain a 
part of his household dnd be engaged 
in the mercantile business that al- 
lows the father and head of the fam- 
ily to come into the country; that if 
they cease such connection and do 
any other work, they become labor- 
ers within the meaning of the law, 
and are subject to deportation. This 
is one of the points in the law that 
is vigorously opposed by the Chinese, 
who claim that under it, minor chil- 
dren are not protected by the pro- 
fession or business of the father dur- 
ing minority. It is recognized that 
after a Chinese youth reaches his ma- 


tion law if he quits a business, trade 
or profesgion and engages in com- 
mon manual labor. It is now claimed 
that he retains his status during his 
minority. 

The case is one of the class that 
formed the basis of the recent protest 
against the local immigration officers. 
It is claimed that there are a great 
many cases awaiting the outcome of 
Judge Wellborn’s decision, and it is 
understood that the case will ‘be 
fought bitterly by both sides.

A letter received yesterday by the 
Salt Lake from the City Savings and 
Trust Company of Vicksburg not only 
told of the formation of a savings 
lub, but asked for information on 
the minimum cost of ten, twenty and 
thirty-day tours of the State, includ- 
ing transportation, hotel expenses, and 
entrance admission to the exposition 
grounds on any specified number of 
days. It is a large-sized contract, but 
it was willingly accepted by the Salt 
Lake as pointing the way to a need- 
ed compilation of a list of tours to 
suit all purses. 

Though all the railroads have got- 
ten out folders on the expositions by 
the thousands and tens of thousands, 
the depletion of present supplies is 
at hand. The Salt Lake, Santa Fe,

Become “Pros.” 


E. V. Oliver Suggests Some 
Radical Moves. 


Eligibility Rules Are Very 
Strict Now. 


Sweeping in the rules gov- 
erning high school jathietics are 
ticipated and urged by E. W. Oliver, 

t head of the Southern California High 

School Athietic Council. Yesterday he 

. gave his reasons for wanting to see 

these changes and just how they are 
likely to come about. 

“When the State-wide high school 


athietic union is formed, I expect to 


wee the old strict amateur rules 
dropped And a new broad- minded 
policy adpted,” said Oliver. 

“At repent a high school athlete 
is decla a professional if he accepts 
money for playing a game of ball. If 
he runs in a race for a little prise or 
plays on any team with a professional 
on it he is immediately barred from 
amateur athietics. This is all wrong 

a change is bound to come.” 


WHY NOT? 


“If a boy can go out and pay a 
game of ball on Sunday, why not let 
him? if a student is a good clerk he 
can work for a salary after schools 
and on holidays, and nothing ts said 
about tt. Baseball is a good clean 

me, and if a young fellow is a good 

1 player and can make a few hon- 
est dollars by playing ball, he is cer- 
tainly entitled to do so as much as 
the fellow that acts as a clerk and 
without being declared a professional. 

“The old plea of amateur organiza- 
tions has be that: schools would 
hire professional players; that boys 
would go to school just to play ball, 
making their money on the side, and 


#0 on. 

“With the present strict rules of 
eligibility for high school athietes, the 
boy who is not a good student has no 
chance to compete -on athietic 
field. Any boy competing in athietics 
must be passing in fifteen hours’ work 
every week, he must be under 21 years 
of age, and can only play four years. 
If he is in school over four years he 
will not be allowed to enter athletics, 
because the fact that he is there an 


“Another new rule, which does 
away with the tramp athiete, is the 
clause which requires a student to be 
in school the semester preceding. In 
other words, no student can play foot- 
bali next fall that is not in school the 
last half of this rear unless he enters 

‘ from the grammar schools or was 
kept out for some good reason, and it 
has got to be a very good one. With 
these rules strictly enforced, it ts im- 
possible for any but af®egular student 
in = Standing to compete. 

“Letters will soon circulating 
throughout the high schools of the 
State for ratification of the State ath-

INCONSISTENCY REMOVED. 

At a glance it can be seen that these 
two rules conflict. One states that the 
batter is entitled to a home run when 
he hits a ball over a fence which’ is 
the required distance from the home 
plate. Yet the other rule says a run 
cannot be scored unless the runner 
touches all the bases. The Rules Com- 
mittee, by the addition of one short 
sentence, has made definite the duties 
of the batter after he hits a ball over 
the fence. The sentence which fol- 
lows the rule quoted above reads as 
follows: 

“In either event the batsman must 
touch the bases in the regular order.” 

Plays in which the batter interferes 
at the plate have long puzzled many 
people who profess to know the game 
pretty well.

APANESE’S BODY 
ON HIGH PLATEAU. 


SUICIDE EVIDENT ACCORDING 
TO CERCUMSTANCES, 


Letters May Indicate Reason or 
Cause of Death—Long Beach 
Woman Passes Away in Duarte. 
Wife of Local Man Dies in To- 
ronto After Operation,

MONROVIA, April 21.—A Mexican 
named Mirano made a gruesome find 
this morning when he stumbled upon 
the body of a Japanese in a thicket 
of scrub oak on Diamond Flat, a 
large plateau of red clay above the 
city. The Mexican, who was follow- 
ing a water pipe line in an effort to 
find a leak, made a hasty examita- 
tion of the body and then reported 
his discovery to the police. 

The body was removed to the Ren 
aker undertaking parlors about noon 
today, considerable difficulty being 
experienced in bringing it down from 
the mountains, where it was found, 
the upper end of Diamond Flat be- 
ing remote and almost inaccessible. 

A revolver with one chamber 
empty, found under the body of the 
man, gave mute evidence of the 
manner of the tragedy. A more 
thorough examination of the remains 
at the undertaking parlors  estab- 
lished the fact that the victim was 
a Japanese laborer and had been em- 
ployed in Whittier and Santa Ana. 

Letters in Japanese were found in 


his coat pocket, and were turned 
over to a fellow-countryman, who 
will take them in to Los Angeles 
this evening in the hape of identify- 
ing the man.

MILKERS MUST WASH. 
All persons milking cows. whose 
milk is to be sold to the people of 


Ontario, must first wash their hands 
in soap and water, according to the 
provisions of a new milk and food or- 
dinance adopted by the Council in 
session last evening. The ordinance 
further provides for the frequent and 
careful examination of cows by the 
city milk and food inspector and for 
the segregation of diseased cows. 

An annual license of $1.50 per head 
must be paid for all cows whose milk 
is sold to the public. All meat sold 
in the city must bear either the United 
States government stamp or that of 
the city inspector.

TO BE LOWERED. 


PUBLIC UTILITIES BOARD WILL 
Cor ALL SCHEDULES. 


— 


Will Effect Saving of More Than 
n Quarter-Million Dollars to Con- 
sumers of Energy During Next 
Fiscal Year—Action by Commis- 
sion to Occur Today. 


The Board of Public Utilities today 
will act upon rate fixing for the elec- 


year. The good news comes forth 
that the consumers of electric nm 
in Los Angeles will de saved more 
than $250,000 by cuts in the rates. 
Every item on the schedule of both 
light and power will be reduced, and 
to such an extent that it will be no- 
ticeable when the monthly bills arrive. 

The present rate on electric current 
for lighting purposes is a minimum 
charge of 65 cents for eleven kilowatt 
hours or less in any one month. For 
the first 100 kilowatt hours consumed 
in one month the present rate is 6 
cents per kilowatt hour. This will be 
reduced to 5% cents per kilowatt 
hour. A proportional reduction will 
extend down through the entire sched- 


The lighting rate at present runs 
from the 6-cent rate down to 2.3 
cents per kilowatt hour, according to 
the amount of electrit energy con- 
sumed. 
from 6 cents to 1.2 cents per kilowatt 
hour. The general reduction will be 
about 20 per cent. over the rates that 
are now in vogue. 

The board today will also consider 
recommendations to be made to the 
City Council on water rates for the 
various private companies operating in 
Los Angeles. In this instance the 
board does not fix the rates, but sim- 

ly recommends to the Council what 
believes the rates should be. Un- 
der the charter amendments, the 
Counell itself has the sole right to fix 
water rates. 

It is not probable that there will be 
any lower rate recommended for any 
of the private water companies, and 
in some instances the rate may 
wo gd than that now in effect. This 
will probably have the effect of ac- 
celerating the movement to have the 
city take over all the private water 
companies.

FORTY CENTS PER THOUSAND. 
Forty cents per 1000 cubic feet for
